The Augusta College Humanities 
Program: Strengthening en 
Introductory Three-Course Sequence 
(Centrel Cisciplines: Introductory 
Courses) 

This program is designed to improve 
Augusts College's humanities 
sequence, consisting of three 
courses: Greece to the Middle Agss, 
The Middle Agss to the Ags of 
Reason, and Tha Modem world. These 
courses ere teen taught by faculty 
■eaters f roa the departments of Fine 
Arts and Languages and Literature. 
They provided students with an 
historical overview of sees of the 
^greetest works of western 
civilization while Introducing then 
to the eesthstlc and philosophical 
ideas that inform these works. 

The grant project includes the 
eesessaent of existing blbllogrephic 
notarial relevant to the courses and 
visits by scholars from other 
institutions to assist in efforts to 
improve those parts of the courses 
thet deal «ith art, nusic, and 
literature. In addition, three key 
faculty members will do Intensive 
individual study In literature, art, 
and nusic, centered on topics fron 
the huaanitles sequence courses. 
Over e two-yeer period, these three 
faculty members will be responsible 
for directing other faculty members 
in the following activities: 
eccumulating appropriate materials, 
designing specific strategies for 
Program development, revising 
courses end sections of the 
KweniUea Ha ndbook, presenting and 
developing substantive faculty 
colloquis, and preparing supporting 
materials for class and laboratory 
use. 

Ouring the grant period, the program 
•ill directly -ffsct approximately 
*.nree thousand students and at least 
twenty-five faculty members.

Origins of Modem western Culture: 
A New Introductory Course (Centrtl 
Disciplines: Introductory Courses) 

Betheny College will crest e new 
introductory humanities course, "The 
Origins of the Modern western 
world, • which will be required of 
ill freehesn ennuelly. The course 
will be teea-teught end integrated 
•round four significant contemporary 
questions: Individusliai end 
Collectivism: Relativism, Plurelisa 
and the loss of God; The Modern 
Arts: Why They Make No "Sense"; end 
Creetionisa versus s Naturalistic 
world. 

The new course will emphasize both 
critical reeding of classical texts 
and expository writing end will help 
students develop depth and breadth 
of knowledge and understanding of 
the western cultural tradition, k 
variety of teaching methods will be 
used, including discussions in snail 
groups to be led by 15 experienced 
faculty members who will attend ell 
classes and assist in evaluating 
writing assignments. The courses 
will help ell Bethany students gain 
a perspective on the scope of modem 
western culture f roe the 
Enlightenment to the present. The 
faculty has concluded that basic 
knowledge of the historical events, 
arte, literature and thought of this 
period is essential to e liberal 
education. To thia end, the course 
will: s) reflect co n cerns central 
to modem western culture, b) allow 
for chronological study, c) 
encourage the study of primary 
sources, d) stress the co nne ct e d ness 
of ldeaa, laauas and events, and e) 
appeal to contemporary students.

This project is aimed at improving 
Practice! rteesorung, the 
institution's introductory logic 
course, oy oesiyniny microcomputer 
(ibM-Pt> software which will help 
oeyiming stuoents to master some 
of the fundamental skills of 
aiyuaent analysis. The course 
teacnes "informal" logic, focusing 
on the recognition and evaluation 
of aiguaonts as they occur in 
ordinary, natural language 
contexts, instead of on the use of 
quesi-matnamatical systems for 
ooing rigorous foxmel proofs, 
while uooo software for use in 
symoolic logic courses has been 
previously developed, none exists 
for use in informal logic. 

uuriny the twelve months of the 
project, two memoirs of the 
prulosopny /religion faculty will 
design, write, ana test ten Ul 
lessons wmcn will provide 
stuoents with extensive practice 
Una, as needed, tutorial help) in 
several oasic logical skills, sucn 
as: distinguishing oetween reasons 
ana conclusions in short tnylisn 
passages, identifying the 
structure and direction of 
reasoning, ana recognizing common 
types of valid ana fallacious 
reasoning. The lessons will 
reouce the classroom time needed 
for dealing with these very 
important yet relatively sinple 
matters, ano allow for more 
classroom attention to suotler 
matters.

The Concept of Teaching Introductory 
Literature Courses (Central 
Disciplines: Introductory Courses) 

This project will Uprove the intro- 
ductory literature courses required 
of all FMC graduates. The three 
courses under study— Literature and 
the Individual, Literature end 
Society, Literature and the Natural 
World - -we r e developed, including the 
required reading list for each 
course, before the NEH grant was 
awarded. The assumption behind 
designing the new courses wes that 
neither the traditional survey 
courses (in place 1970-76) nor the 
genre courses (in place 1976-82) were 
successful. 

under the grant, the sixteen depart- 
ment members will be divided into 
three teams, one for each course. 
Each team is augmented by four non- 
English faculty. Every team will 
examine the syllabus for a partic- 
ular course. The English faculty 
present their ideas about how to 
teach the works. The non-English 
faculty will try to help the English 
faculty do three things: 1) antic- 
ipate the frame of reference students 
will bring to the work es well as the 
students' initisl response to reading 
the work; 2) erticulete the natural 
resistance that students not majoring 
in the humanities have to reading 
literature in general end to the spe- 
cific works in particular; 3) organ- 
ize the course end discover e peda- 
gogy thet enhances students' con- 
fidence in their ebility to read. 
While the three teams ere working 
through the syllabi for the three 
courses, the department will study 
recent critical theory end examining 
its own pedagogical assumptions in en 
effort to define es nearly as pos- 
sible an acceptable foundation for 
its introductory literature courses.

Literature and Science 
Introductory Course 
(Improving Introductory Courses) 

Literature and Science is one of 
four Minor programs the mulish 
Department is developing to 
satisfy a humanities requirement. 
(The others are American 
literature, drama ana film, end 
humane studies. ) In each program 
an introductory course will lay 
the foundation for a 
systematically related series of 
advanceo courses. 

The purpose of the literature ana 
science program is to explore 
similarities in the structure of 
thought ana expression in the two 
fielos. Although literary critics 
ana scientists try to solve their 
own unique problems, ootn groups 
project hypotheses Da sea on prior 
experience and established 
conventions that move attention in 
some airections rather than 
others. TaKing examples from many 
oifferent fields, the introductory 
course examines how conventions 
for knowing ana communicating make 
meaning possiole ana also how they 
limit what can oe seen ana sal a. 

tach participant in the project 
will receive releasea time for 
faculty development. Three 
consultants will visit Ueorgia 
Tech to give aovice about the 
content anc structure of the 
introouctory course, and will 
return at the eno of the project 
to participate in a public 
symposium on literature ana 
science.

Count Materials in Informal Logic 
(Central Disciplines: Introductory 
Counts) 

This prelect will dtvtlop materials 
for um in tn unotrartduttt logic 
couTM in tht humanities curriculum 
at Georgle State University. Tht 
coursa alms to lntagraia critical 
raaaoning skills and tht writing of 
azguaantativt assays. 

Logic has traditionally batn taught 
as a critic's tool— a sat of 
ttehniquaa for critically assessing 
arguments. On the one hand, 
available logic texts have little or 
nothing to say that would assist the 
student who attempts to write an 
argumentative assay. On the other 
hand, available rhetoric and 
composition texts deal more with the 
outward forma of expression than 
with their logic or co h erence . The 
advice these textbooks have to offer 
on topics such as argumentative 
paragraph development is limited. 
Hence, this project will develop 
neterials to improve students' 
argumentative writing skills through 
exercises and supplementary 
examples. The project also includes 
the evaluation, revision and 
dissemination of tht newly developed 
course materials. 

A plan for the first draft of basic 
eateriala on argumentative writing 
strategies and exercises will be 
completed by the beginning of 1984, 
in time for use in the department's 
winter Quarter courses. This 
material will be revised and 
additional material developed for 
the Spring Quarter courses. Final 
revisions will be mace during Summer 
Querter, 198*, in time for use 
during the 1984-83 academic yeer.

Tht Honors Program provides 
interdisciolinery counts for 
Freshman and Sorhomoras thet move 
frot a seminar in exploration of the 
kinds of knowledge Involved in a 
liberal arts currlcului to an 
individualized tutorial. The 
oroposal is to strengthen the two 
seminars taught in the fall tense of 
the students' first two yean. 

Ourlng 198a a eon faculty will meet 
end sys t e m a t i ca lly engage in the 
following: discussion of course 
taterial eooropriate for the general 
purpose of the seminar and its 
various segments; movement toward 
agreement on the principel topics to 
be considered; and the formulation 
of reading lists and model syllabi. 

The Sophomore Seminar explores the 
general subject of biography and 
examines the different weye e topic 
can be studied. The project will 
allow a social scientist, an 
historian, and a natural scientist 
to Join an English professor and an 
art historian as con faculty and to 
develop material for the study of 
the lives of several men and women 
in their fields. During the fall of 
198A the rwn-huaenlties faculty will 
team-teach the seminar with the eon 
faculty, visiting biog r a ph er s will 
further diversify the students' 
experiences of the general topic. 

The prelect seeks to bring to 
pedogogical maturity to the 
currlcuiar methods of the two 
courses: a wide-ranging 
interdisciolinery survey of kinds of 
knowledge and a focused 

interdisciolinery study of a single 
subject.

firming with Autunn Uuarter, 
1964, when the restructured 
general education program at the 
university of Montane takes 
effect, all stuoents matriculating 
at the university oust take a 
common course in ethics. The 
project consists of a faculty 
development seminar in the 
teaching of ethics held during the 
simmer of 1964 ana a f ollo*-*jp 
demonstration session during the 
1*64-85 academic year, a nunoer 
of faculty memoers other then 
those traditionally associated 
with the teaching of etnics must 
acquire additional competence, 
come to share a common 
unoerstanoiny of course goals ana 
readings, and participate m tne 
teaching of the ethics course. 
The result of these activities 
will oe the institution of an 
all-college requirement that 
includes a large nunoer of small 
sections with intensive writing 
rather than large lecture classes.

Stanford university faculty 
memoers from three acaoemic 
oiscip lines (three historians, two 
anthropologists, one political 
scientist) who specialize in three 
non-eestern geographic areas (test 
Asia, suo-Sanaran Africa, central 
America) are developing a \ 
two-quarter course sequence 
designed to introouce stuaents to 
the stuay of non-*estern societies 
and cultures.

Sociology: A Humanities Perspective 
(Centre! Disciplines: Introductory 
Courses ) 

This project will redesign the 
introductory course in sociology at 
vassar College. The new course 
redefines introductory sociology as 
social theory and replaces the 
current content of the introductory 
course with original sources from, 
and commentaries on, the classic 
tradition of social theory, e.g., 
Carte, Marx, Weber, Ourkhelm, 
Pfcreto, Mead, era Mannhela. By 
eoving back to the foundations of 
social theory, students are exposed 
to the seminal ideas that have 
shaped contemporary reflection about 
eodern society. Through their 
reading of original source notorial 
students will become engaged with 
the fundamental ■oral and humanistic 
issues surrounding the relationship 
of the individual and society. 

The funds from the (€H grant will be 
used primarily for faculty released 
time.

The University of Northern 
Colorado recently adopted a new, 
rigorous general education program 
which will reaffirm the liberal 
arts as the core of the 
unoexgraduate curricula*. The 
"Life of the wind" project has 
evolved in conjunction with this 
new program in order to offer high 
quality general education courses 
which will cross disciplinary 
boundaries and expose students to 
oroaa intellectual concerns and 
leadings. The participating 
faculty members— f rom tnglish, 
geography, history, philosophy, 
sociology, and visual arts— axe 
aeveloping new interdisciplinary 
courses with fen funding for the 
academic years and 
15>bi-66. Ihe courses are entitled 
ureat Ideas of the western 
Trauition , Great Traditions of 
Msia , and loeas in conflict . The 
courses focus on the history of 
ideas and the development of 
intellectual tx ~itions. These

Catalyst for Increasing Coherence in 
the Humanities (Central Disciplines: 
Fostering Coherence) 

The University of Oregon is a fairly 
large, severely underfunded state 
university. Although it has 
internationally known scholars in 
the humanities, the faculty has felt 
that it lacks any strong sense of 
common purpose. Although the 
faculty has recently legislated a 
substantial core of required 
humanities courses for all students, 
these are now tsught in sections 
averaging over 123 students, which 
necessitates teaching by lecture and 

Mination, and there is little 
coherence among these required 
humanities courses. 

In attacking these Problems, the 
basic presupposition of the proposal 
is that the humanities can be 
leemed only through experience and 
reflection. Consequently, the first 
step will be a pilot program of 
sixteen small (20-29 students), 
intensive sections of a required 
introductory humanities courses. 
These sections will be taught almost 
entirely through discussion and 
writing. Students will also be 
required to rewrite the five to 
eight papers assigned each quarter, 
following close criticism of them. 
The faculty members chosen to teach 
these sections will meet regularly 
for planning, emphasis on cross- 
disciplinary coherence through texts 
and tooics, and evaluation of 
subjects covered. They will be 
aided in preparing for this course 
by modest summer research 
fellowships. 

The project also includes the 
development of more advanced 
interdisciplinary courses and visits 
by distinguished visiting scholars.

Core Curriculum Renewal (Central 
Disciplines: Fostering Coherence) 

The Seton Hill Project is designed 
to respond to a ten-element core 
curriculum which includes the 
disciplines of philosophy and 
history. The core begins in the 
student's first year with a series 
of interdiscipinery freshman 
seminars which emphasize writing and 
critical thinking and culminates in 
the student's fourth year when she 
studies in an integrative senior 
seminar the value of her discipline 
as a way of knowing. During her 
second and third year the student 
studies philosophy and a humanities 
discipline of her choice from an 
historical perspective. She is 
required as well to leam a second 
language and to study in some depth 
a culture different from her own. 
In each element of the core the 
student is required to write 
extensively and to develop t«r 
skills in critical thinking. 

The t€H project will focus on the 
following components of the new core: 

1. The role of philosophy in the 
student's curriculum, especially in 
the epistemologically-cesed senior 
seminar; 

2. Consultation and discussion by 
the faculty in a workshop on the 
issues of text selection and writing 
and critical thinking assignments in 
the freshmen seminar and the 
sophomore humanities sequence; 

3. Enhancement of opportunities for 
students to leam about other 
cultures. Faculty members will use 
saboaticals to study other cultures 
and prepare course offerings which 
reflect that study. The resources 
of the library in the areas of The 
Far East, the Middle East, Africa 
and Latin America will be increased 
substantially.
